The Upbeat Peer Leadership program was started 
about 6 years ago with the purpose to make the com- 
munity a better place for students, parents, teachers, 
police, and other community members.

The members of Amnesty International are part of an inter- 
national movement working for the protection of human rights. 
They seek to release prisoners of conscience through non-violent 
means such as letters, petitions, and benefit concerts. When 
people aren’t allowed to speak freely, act freely, or live freely, 
Amnesty members join their fight for human rights. Through ed- 
ucation, A.I. hopes to teach the school and the world, that beliefs 
are a right, not a privilege.

They hold a 
mock legislature at our state capital each year. Members spend 
months writing and researching bills, which they then present to 
more than 350 students from around Connecticut at a three day 
conference.

The Redcoats finished with an 
outstanding record of 9 wins and 1 
loss. The ’Coats were ranked tenth 
in the state and were the Nutmeg 
League champions.

1994 Berlin High School Men’s Soccer 


The Berlin High School Men’s Soccer team 
came into the 1994 season not knowing what to 
think. Under the leadership of second year coach, 
Brian Douglas, the team felt they could open the 
eyes of soccer fans across the state. The team 
didn’t waste any time by jumping out to an early 
record of 2-1 .
